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(4) In giving a grant, the department shall consider the effectiveness of a project in
preventing:

(a) first, the risk to public safety and health from:

(i) air pollution;

(i1) flooding; [and]

(iii) reduced visibility on a highway; or

(iv) increasing encroachment of an invasive species;

(b) second, damage to the environment, including:
(i) soil erosion;

(i1) degraded water quality; and

(iii) release of carbon; and

(c) third, damage to:

(i) alocal economy; and

(i1) habitat for wildlife or livestock.

Section 2. Appropriation.

Under the terms and conditions of Title 63J, Chapter 1. Budgetary Procedures Act, the

following sums of money are appropriated from resources not otherwise appropriated, or

reduced from amounts previously appropriated, out of the funds or accounts indicated for the

fiscal year beginning July 1. 2012 and ending June 30, 2013. These are additions to any amount
previously appropriated for fiscal year 2013.
